INTITULED, 

AN ACT further to continue an Act, made in the Third 
Year of His present Majesty’s Reign, for suppressing 
Insurrections, and preventing Disturbances of the public 
Peace, in Ireland. 



an ACt was P assed in the Third year of the 
reign of His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to suppress 
“ Insurrections, and prevent Disturbances of the public Peace in Ireland, 
until the First day of August one thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
two; and which, by an Act passed in the same Session, was con- 
tinued until the First day of August one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-three, and by an Act passed in the last Session of Parliament, 
was continued until the First day of August one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-four : And whereas it is expedient that the said 
Act should be further continued ; 

it therefore Cttacteh by The KIN G’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, THAT the said first-recited Act shall be and 
the same is hereby continued, and shall be and remain in force, on and 
from the said First day of August one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-four, until the First day of August one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty-five.
